Gettysburg College Equal to tbe 


Best in State and Country— 


Progressive Needs. 


Gettysburg College is doing things 


these days and proposes to do things, 
aud become recognized throughout the 
length aud breadth of this land as the 
equal of any college. 


Indeed this result is assured by the 


action of the committee appointed at 
tbe June meeting of the Board of 
Trustees. This committee was com- 
posed of three members from the 
Board, Dr. Charles Baum, Luther 
Eieenhart and Pres. S. G. Hefel bower, 
three members from the faculty, Dr. 
John A. Himee, Dr. P. M. Bikle and 
Dr. E. S. Breidenbaugh, and two 
p r o m i n e n t Alumni educators, Dr. 
Edgar F. Smith and Dr. John Marsh- 
all, of Philadelphia. 


The college was most fortunate in 


tbe selection of this committee. Every 
man on the committee is devoted to an 
aggressive progressive policy for the 
institution, and their work must de- 
mand and receive the greatest confi- 
dence. Dr. Edgar F. Smith is recog- 
nized as one in the first rank of the 
educators of this country, not only be- 
cause of oriuinal achievements, but be- 
cause as Dean of the University of 
Pennsylvania he has for years success- 
fully helped to guide thatgreat institu- 
tion. Dr. John Marshall as Dean of 
the Medical Department of the same 
University takes first rank as an edu- 
cator, and Luther Eieenhart is one of 
the coming men in the management 
of Princeton. 


This committee recently met in Phil- 


adelphia and have completed their la- 
bors. They went right straight to the 
accomplishment of the work given 
them to do. 


They drafted new conditions of en- 


trance, giving Gettysburg College a 
standard of entrance requirements 
«qual to the best colleges in tbe State, 
aud that means in tbe country. 


They revised the curriculum so as to 


make Gettysburg College a first class 
college. 
' 
„ ThajcJC^oJiistiedlhe curriculum-ne- 
cessitated by the increased number of 
Instructors. 


Tbe work of the committee was 


along conservative lines of college ed- 
ucation. There was no radicalism to- 
wards making electivee the great 
feature of the college work. The change 
will be toward the grouping of elec- 
tives with a certain amount of required 
work from the student. 


There will be «ome accessary time 


consumed before the wark of tbe com- 
mittee is put in full swing, for the re- 
port of the work of the committee 
must be made to tbe Board of Trustees 
and be approved by the Board. And 
there are many details to be worked 
out in order Co bring about tbe changes. 
Tbe result however is bound to come, 
a Gettysburg Oallegeequal to the beet 
in the land. 


The College will of-course, m time, 


need strengthening in tbe number of 
teaching force and that will undoubt- 
edly be added- One of the branches 
that may be needed to be enlarged at 
early date is that of fwlitical euonomv. 
What a magnificent -opportunity such 
a need give* the JuilMonaires and rich 
men of Pennsylvania.

the money should richly add to the en- 
dowment of Gettysburg College and 
at the same tune create a chair devot- 
ed to the Service of ttevernment of, by 
and for tbe People. It would be a 
magnificent appropriate sequel of 
Lincoln's immortal speech. One 
would think tbe rich aaeu of the State 
would vie with each other to add 
such meaning to Lincoln's words. 


The building up of a progressive Col- 


lege will mean much to this town. 
Xext year is going to illustrate to Get- 
tysburg some of the progressive work 
tbat is being done in a very tangible j 
form—a larger student body. Such a J 
body means now that it must be cared ] 
for "in town. Last year there was a 
total attendance of 2£. Of this num- j 
ber over Id male students from a dis- { 
tance were lodged in the town. Tbe 
(Senior class leaving College numbered 
S3 but that does not leave that many 
vacant rooms, for 12 of that number 
were residents of the town. So that 
the departure of tnei*enior cla»s leaves 
about 21 vacant rooms, and if the 15 or 
more boys scattered now in town take 
tbe vacant rooms there would be but 
t> or 6 rooms left to accommodate the 
Freshman class. The prospects are 
for a Freshman class of over 60 and 
tbat means tbat next year at least -50 
students will have to be lodged i n < 
town.

This condition demonstrates the ab», 


solute need of the College for money , 
at once for Dormitories, not one but 
two or three. South College accom- j 
modates about 4O students »nd it would 
take two buildings, both as large as { 
South College, to accommodate ail the 
< 


students coning in September with 


lodging on the campus, aud with little 
room then for growth.

Interesting Report of the Work of

Tuesday Evening 


The first session of the sixteenth 


annual convention of the Loyal Tem- 
perance Legion of Pennsylvania, a 
branch of the W. C. T. U. was held 
'in Wiikes-Barre, in the Y. M. C. A. 
auditorium with about two hundred 
delegates 
representing nearly every 


county in the state, present, together 
with the State officers and quite a 
number of visitors. 


The presiding officer was J. George 


Frederick of Reading, the president of 
the State L. T. L. Elma M. Preeton of 
Chester Co., the General state secre- 
tary of L. T. L. work, occupied a seat 
ou the platform. 


The hall was a beautiful place aud 


was decorated with the national colors 
and the L. T. L. banners. The ad- 
dress, of welcome was given by Charles 
Johnson, secretary of the Y. M. C. A. 
the response by Miss Ethel Ashemore 
of New Castle, Lawrence Co. Mrs. 
Jenkins of Wilkes-Barre made a brief 
address, Rev. Dr. A. E. Pifer of the 
first Methodist Church conducted the 
devotions, the exercises were Inter- 
spersed with songs of an enlivening 
character. Mr. Frederick, the state 
president gave a splendid address in 
which he spoke of the growth of the 
temperance movement, noting a num- 
ber of facts in this connection. He 
t^Jd of the fact that one of tbe state 
judges had declared the saloon to be 
an unconstitutional institution. That 
the Liquor League at its recent con- 
vention expressed alarm at the grow- 
ing strength of the temperance move- 
ment. 


That 15 per cent of the country's 


population is employed under the ex- 
press stipulation that they shall not 
use intoxicants; . that several great 
writers have voiced their opinion that 
the liquor question must be solved 
and that its only solution is to educate 
the people to the knowledge of its in- 
jurious effects. In dosing he told of

The discovery of cinchona bark ia 


enveloped in mystery. 
The wife of 


the Spanish viceroy 
of 
Peru 
was 


Countess Chinchon. She was cured of 
an intermittent fever by drinking an 
infusion of the bark, introduced it in 
Madrid, and bestowed ber name upon 
it—chincona. We have corrupted this 
into cinchona. That's one story. An- 
other ia that the Jesuit missionaries, 
who were .accustomed to waste the 
bark of every tree they hewed down, 
discovered the precious febrifuge. 


A third is that certain animals, 


while in a fever, happened to know 
the bark of the cinchona tree and 
were cured. 
A fourth is that some 


person suffering with fever drank co- 
piously of a pool of water in which 
some fallen cinchona trees had long 
been soaking, charging the water with 
the medicinal principle. Their speedy 
cure led to an investigation, which 
discovered quinine. 


A strange fact in this connection is 


that quinine is not used as medicine 
in the practice of the native physicians 
of Peru, Ecuador of Colombia.

Indian's did not even know of its ex- 
istence until enlightened by the Span- 
isarda about 250 years ago.

The delusion cost thousands of dol- 


lars To-day the site of the projected 
levee is carefully cleared of all trees, 
the very roots being grubbed out, be- 
cause these would decay otherwise, 
leaving channels through the soil un- 
der the dyke through which sipe water 


I would quickly undermine the struc- 


ture 


Down the center of the cleared site 


a trench, called technically a muck 
ditch, is dug, and in this puddled clay 
or buckshot is filled Upon this the 
earth dug from barrow pits adjacent 
to the levee on the landward side is 
placed. 


It is not dumped helter-skelter, but 


carefully spread in layers giving the 


I finished mound the maximum strength 
' and solidity. These layers extend both 


laterally and longitudinally across the 
levee, binding it in every direction. 


The work of placing the dirt is done 


principally by means of wheelscrapers 
operated by mules. Under some cir- 
cumstances small flatcars are used, 
propelled by a locomotive and bring- 
ing the earth from a greater distance. 
This is not often done except when 
continued rams have made the ground 
too soft for successful work with the 
teams—The World To-day.

Clara river.

sands of oranges

on 
the 


ocean's surface, many of them strew-

There are wonder for some time as 


to how the oranges got into the sea. 
The belief was general that they came 
from washed out orchards in the east 
end of the county, owing to the high 
storm waters in the river. This is not 
the case, however. The oranges were 
deliberately thrown into the 
Sespe 


creek from the Sespe bridge, 25 mile* 
back from the coast. From the Sespe 
they found their way back into the 
Santa Clara river and thence into the 
sea. 


The oranges are from the great 


packing houses in the Sespe country. 
They are known as7culls, but moat 
of them are good, or 
were when 


dumped off the bridge. It is claimed 
that only the best oranges can to 
shipped and sold.

novel by a native born of Gettysburg 
and the pleasure is multiplied many 
fold when the novel is found delight- 
fully worth while. "Beatrix of Clare" 
by John Reed Scott, with four beauti- 
ful illustrations in colors by Clarence 
D. Underwood aud well printed by J. 
B. Lippincott Co. of Philadelphia and 
London deserves a place in every Get- 
tysburg household alongside of the 
first novel of the same writer, "The 
Colonel of the Red Huzzars," and this 
not for reasons of civic pride but for 
the intrinsic value of the books. 


Beatrix of Clare is a work of art 


and will take high rank as a novel of 
ad venture. It is located in the histori- 
cal period of Richard III. The his- 
torical is given in small doses that 
never tires but because of brevity full 
of suggestion makes up a moat pictur- 
esque back ground for the story.

A DROWNING AND A RESCUE 


East Berlin, July 8. On last Thurs- 


day evening about 6 o'clock, the two- 
year-old daughter of Joseph Baker, 
living on the Jacobs farm close to 
Jacobs' mill, fell ott the race bridge 
between house and barn into about 
four feet of water. When missed ten 
or fifteen minutes later they found her 
in the race with her head down. 
Mr. 


Baker called to Herman Kunkle. a 
close neighbor, who came and though 
he saw no signs of life, put his mouth 
to the child's mouth and blew into it 
three or four times. At the third blow 
life seemed to show aud the child was 
placed head downwards and the water 
run out of her mouth. Dr. H. B. 
Hoechst was sent for and he worked 
with the child uutil 1 o'clock at night, 
when she opened her eyes and called 
for her mother. The Doctor said if it 
had not been for Mr. Kunkle's act 
promptly given, the child could not 
have been saved. 


Sunday evening the sad news came 


to town that one of Edward Reynolds' 
boys, 14 years old had been drowned 
DiebFs mill two and a half miles from 
this place. 
Young Reynolds, with 


three other young boys, Uruver, Dear- 
dorfl and Tompson went to the creek. 
Reynolds proposed to go in the water 
to learn to swim. About a fourth of a 
mile above the breast of the dam a 
small run enters the dam and there is 
a sand bar about 15 feet long In the 
creek, where water is shallow but the 
the drop from tbe bar is into 
15 feet of water. The Reynolds ooy 
got off the bar into the deep water and 
into a current. He called for help. 
Tompsoo went to his help and be 
caught hold of him and young Uruver 
saved Tompson from Reynold*' fate. 
Four boats searched the creek for the 
boy until late in the evening without 
result. On Monday morning between 
8 and 9 o'clock the body waa found 
by John Butt and Charles Herman 
with 'pole and hook not far from the 
point when he WM last eaan. The 
parents have tbe sympathy of their 
neighbors aad friends in their aad be- 
reavement.
